To Promote Chipping.

ties amount to less than 25 per cent of

To increas«* the number of 
American registered vessels, the bill 
provides that for three years foreign 
vessels may be adm itted to American 
register on the payment of tonnage tax 
ranging from $1 to $7 per gross ton­ 
nage and measurem ent.

i Before it was under good headway, 
Paris entered the postal car and open- 
ed fire on J. T. Stockton and A. J. 
Bass, killing St«>ckton instantly and 
wounding Bass in the arm. The negro 
then seized a package of registered 
letters and jumped off. 
In leaving the 
train he fell and had one leg crushed 
under the wheels, but managed to 
dtag him self three miles . Bloodhounds 
were obtained at Meridian, the train 
hating backed to that place. 
Their 
scent led to the capture of Paris at 
daylight. 
Several registerod letters 
"e re found in his pocket. He was tak­ 
en to jail at Meridian. 
The railroad 
officials say throe or four negroes were 
involved in the plot to rob the train, 
though only one of them appears to 
have entered the postal car, Stockton, 
the dead clerk, lived at Meridian and

ham. 
The killing of Express Messenger 
Stockton has caused much excitement. 
After Paris was placed in jaii a mob 
of considerable proportitms gathered 
about the stronghold. Fearing a lynch­ 
ing the sheriff notified Governor Var- 
daman. and the chief executive ordered 
out the local militia company. 
Three full companies of state troops 
surround the county jail in which 
is lodged J. P. Paris, a negro, who is 
charged with the killing of John R. '

clerk, and the robbery of the mail car 
on the Alabama Great Southern train 
which left Memphis for Birmingham.
